The battle of the Presidential campaign 
will be fought out on Tuesday, when 
the voters will depoeite ballots express¬ 
ing their choioe for Chief Magistrate of 
the country for the ensuing four years. 
The campaign on the verge of closing 
ha* been one of the most apathetic to 
the memory of the oldest voters of the 
tMaae-meetlmgs have. bees few 
ami sllmly attended. Street parades 
have been Insignificant in point of size. 
Lethargy has been conspicuous in all 
the exterior manifestations that usually 
give life and vigor to a Presidential 
campaign, but the lack of outward 
exuberance Is not accepted as an In¬ 
dication that the voting public are not 
interested. Politicians of both parties 
predict an unusually heavy vote In this 
town next Tuesday. They base their 
calculations on the interest displayed by 
the voters in the registry lists. Voters 
have made it their business to see that 
their own names and the names of their 
acquaintances are on the list, and this 
eagerness to be registered Is regarded 
as s sure Indication of a determination 
to vote. Interest hss also been mani¬ 
fested In another direction, and that is 
Id the activity displayed in naturalizing 
foreigners. Every foreigner who was 
eligible to citizenship hss bees urged to 
get out his papers, and a large number 
have complied. While the public have 
Dot turned out en masse to bear cam¬ 
paign orators, they have not lacked for 
speeches. They have had them sup¬ 
plied at their homes, as s liberal use of 
the mails hss been resorted to In supply¬ 
ing political literature. This has truly 
been s campaign of education. It hss 
been a campaign that would have afford¬ 
ed gratification to the author of “Gynx’s 
Baby." 

The condition of the wage-earning 
class has been the subject uppermost in 
the minds of all parties. Ths American 
workingman has had opportunity to get 
u deep an Insight into economic and 
political problems as Adsm Smith or 
John Stuart Mill. Each of the several 
pytiee has recognized that It U the 
majority vote of the “wage-earner” that 
will determine the result next Tuesday, 
imi they have all expended their elo¬ 
quence in attempts to point out to him 
the policy that is going to result in the 
betterment of his condition. The Re¬ 
publican party has pointed out one way, 
the Democratic another way, the Pro¬ 
hibition party another, and the Social¬ 
istic Labor party another. Whichever 
way the eleotlon may go, It will be as 
turned to be a choice of the “wage- 
earner," and an expression by him of 
the conditions under which he chooses 
to live for another four years. Un¬ 
fortunately for oumanlty, the collectively 
wise are as liable to err as the Individu¬ 
ally wise. 

But aside from tbs grave questions of 
political economy which will concern the 
Jeeply thoughtful voter next Tuesday 
there brill be another feature of the con¬ 
test that, in the minds of many who are 
strictly “wage-earners" (that Is, who 
have nothing but starvation between 
them and their days' wages), will over¬ 
top tariff reform, State banks, or s 
Bllllon-doUsr Congress. That feature 
will be the determining of which (s the 
abler political geoeral, C. William Powers 
or John F. Dillon. » 

The former hss bad the management 
of the detail work of the campaign for 
the Republicans, and the latter the same 
work for the Democrats., Both of these 
ruen have worked hard. Mr. Dillon hss 
made s careful canvass and estimate of 
the vote for the managers of his party. 
Mr. Powers has made an squally careful 
canvass sad estimate for his piefty. • Mr. 
Dillon has taken advantage of every 
opportunity to increase the Democratic 
vote, and Mr. Powsrs hss bean alive to 
every move of Mr. Dillon's. The latter 
hss taken quits s number of foreigners 
to the Court-house and got citizens' 
papers for them. Mr. Powers hss also 
been there quite as often as Mr. Dllloo, 
and with Just as many foreigners. Mr. 
Dillon pretends to know of a large 
number of weak-kneed Republicans; 
Mr. Powers knows just as many limber- 
kneed Democrats. Mr. Dillon hss ener¬ 
getically exerted himself to have every 
Democrat registered this year; Mg. 
Power* has beeu equally activ* In get¬ 
ting every Republican’s name on the 
H»U. In short tboee > two energetic 
party workers have checkmated each 
other In ever}- move of the game, i 

It matters not who may snjoj the 
ooiuiual distinction of lpadlsg the Re- 
publican forces lu this town, the WoHf of 
preparing fur the battle has been done 
|by Mr. Powers, aud he hae arranged to 
|contest every Inch of gruuud with

This writ 
does not delhy or Interfere'with ths con¬ 
struction of ths ssjwsr, but simply 
vents Its being used until ths points 
raised have been decided by the courts. 
The constitutionality of ths law under 
which the sewer Is b*lng constructed Is 
one of the points at Issue. It 
rather late In the day to rales such an 
Issue, although a number of lawyers and 
financiers have all along had grave 
doubts on ths qusstioa. Ths confidence 
manifested by the city of Orange in vig¬ 
orously pushing tbs work to completion 
has been an assurance to many that the 
act was constitutional beyond question. 
It would certainly be a foolhardy venture 
to expend thousands of dollars In ths 
construction of s sewer without flrat 
getting the clearest and most oonvisaing 
legal opinion that ths act was Isvulaer- 
able. That this has beeu done there Is 
scarcely any room for doubt. It Is stat¬ 
ed that the Newark Board of Public 
Works will apply to the Legislature next 
winter for s law either restraining ths 
discharge of sewage into the Passaic at 
the point proposed or placing such re¬ 
strictions around It thst It will be an 
easy matter to secure sa indictment in 
case of an alleged nuisance. 

The Injunction obtained by the Dswttt 
Wire Company restraining ths construc¬ 
tion of the sewer through their lands, it 
is said, will be amicably settled. The 
Newark Sunday OaU has ths following to 
say on the subject: 

“There should be no mistake In regard 
to Newark's position on this subject. It 
is far from being thst of unreasoning op¬ 
position. The people hers believe thst 
the Passaic la already polluted to an ex¬ 
tent that threatens public health, and 
that it should be pre served from further 
contamination. There Is s general de¬ 
sire to stop ths use ef ths river, above 
the free bridge, at least, as an open 
sewer, not only by eitiss and towns re¬ 
mote from Its banks, bat by Newark it¬ 
self. The sewage should be 
further down, nearer the salt 
purifying Influence. This sun be dons 
by a newer along the Husks to apiece be- 
youd the point of danger. But if Newark 
Is to construct such s sswsr, it Is but 
fair to ask those who will also need U to 
share In the expense of constructing It. 
An arrangement that would remove 
these obstacles and benefit all would 
seem to be entirely feasible.” 

The claim* put forward by engineers 
thst the sewer will sot prove s nulsaooe 
at the piece of discharge are not to be 
relied on. Similar claims wars put for¬ 
ward for the East Orange system, but | 

have proved utterly fallacious, as ths 
East Orange system Is a nuisance of the 
first magnitude. 

The suggestion that Orange and the 
townships co-operate with Newark in 
carrying sewage to the bay is a good one 
and should be looked into. The outlet 
trunk would be available In such a 
scheme. The matter should be settled 
before thousands of dollars are expend -1 
ed in the construction of as elaborate 
plant for ths receiving and discharging 
of sewage Into the Passaic. While the 
outlet trunk may always be available, 
the ooetiy finis may prove to be of no 
use whatever.
